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DEATH OF BLDER WILLARD SNOW, 
PRESIDENT OF THE SCANDINAVIAN MISSION, 


We have to record the melancholy occurrence of the death of Elder Willard 
Snow, who departed this life on the 21st of August, while on board the steamer 
miles from Hull, on his way to Liverpool. El 
ders P. O. Hanson and H. P. Jensen were accompanying him, from whom we 
have obtained the following particulars. 

Elder Snow had attended the Copenhagen Conference on the 12th and 13th, 
and a Special General Conference on the 14th, and was in health. In the 
evening of the 15th, while addressing a Council of Elders, h¢ was so violently at- 
tacked with illness as to be unable to proceed. The illness tly caused
